Pinned on Utility District Plan 


OAKLAND 一 Ihe East Bay 
Municipal Utilities District wants to 
build a ten-story，$30 million 
administrative “headquarters “on 
property owned by the city of 
Oakland. 

According to the Oakland 777 二 
De the city hopes the districts 
money will leverage Private capital 
to “complete ， the ”Chinatown 
redevelopment Project which has 
been stalled for many moritths. 


The project area, once known as 
Hong Kong USA and the Trans 
Pacific redevelopment Project，has 
caused “embarrassment "to the city， 
Said the article, because the city had 
selected Asian-based developers 
who later ran into financial and legal 
problems in their own countries. 

What resulted was a vacant area 
between the two busy areas -of 
Chinatown and downtown. 

Under the plan for the districts 
building，which was submitted to 


district directors earlier this week, 


East Bay MUD would pay the full 
market value forthe city-owned land 
because Chinatown leaders insist 
that the land be used to .help 
Subsidize at least 530 units of low- 
income housing in the project area， 

The Coalition for Chinatown 
Development，comprised of mem- 
bers of Chinatown area individuals 


and groups, argues that the city has 
Some reSponsibility to help solve the 
problems it partially created when 刘 
cleared _ out four . blocks for 
redevelopment and then failed to 
Secure developers for three of the 
four blocks. 

City consultants hope that the 
infiux ofthe districts money and the 
interest generated by the district will 
“help create some momentum forthe 
project.” 


Lynette Lee, a coalition mermber 
and director of the East Bay Asian 
Local Development Corporation, re- 
ported that the coalition does not 
OpPose the project, but reserved her 
other observations，Saying，”“We 
have to wait and see whathappens.” 

One problem yet to be solved 
involves the title to the land. Though 
Oakjand technically ownstheland,it 
had given development rights to 
Asian Holdings，Inc. 


In January 1984， Oakland 
dismissed Asian Holdings，and the 
company has Since filed a suit 
against both the city and the district.

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Union Workers Strike against 
Several Major Restaurants 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Astrike 
by union workers has hit five of the 
city's more well-known restaurants 
and has threatened to spread to 
more than 6U others as nego- 
tiations broke off between union 
negotiators and two employer 
aSSociations. 

The dispute so far has hit the 
Northbeach Restaurant Ermie's, and 
three popular restaurants at 
Fisherman':s Wharf 一 Scoma:s， 
Tarantinos and Pompeirs Grotto. 

Talks between negotiators forthe 
Hotel and Restaurant Employees 
Union，Local 2，which has many 
Asian members, and representatives 
of a group of 17 restaurants,have not 
resumed since last Thursday. 

The 17 restaurants employ abonut 
800 who, according to the union, are 
fighting management proposals to 
cut medical and dental benefits， 
eliminate Seniority rights and job 
Security, freeze wages and cut hours. 

Separate talks also broke off 
Sunday night between Local 2 and 
the management of the $6-member 
Golden Gate Restaurant Associa- 
tion, after the contract between them 
expired on Friday. 

Charles Lamb， president of 
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Local 2, told the SE 无 xa7mz7ierthat 
the union Unanimously rejected the 
GGRA's negotiating package which 
amounted to numerous takeawaysS， 
including cuts in health and welfare 
benefits, the elimination of job des- 
criptions and the elimination of 
Shifts. 

Healsosaidthe GGRAoffereda 
WwWage freeze for the first year for 
everyone, a 29% increase for waiters， 
busboys and bartenders for the 
second and third years，and a 39%6 
wage increase for kitchen employees 
the second and third years，The 
union is requesting a 696 wage 
increase for each year of the three- 
year contract. 


Local 2 is also expected to strike 
two Private clubs，the Commercial 
Club and the Metropolitan Club. 
The Commercial Club is proposing 
wage cuts of 11-1296 for most of its 
employees, most of them short-shift 
WwWorkers and a three-year wage freeze 
for kitchen workers. 

“We got a clear message from

These talks 
werIe described as “useful and 
constructive.”At the same time, in 
Dallas, the Republican Party wrote 
into their platform their full support 
for “self-determination for the 
people of Hong 天 ong.

OAKLAND 一 Eranklin 
Elementary school in Oakland has 
had to face two major changes in the 
past Six years: it went from 3a 
predominantly English school to a 
bilingual one; and it changed from a 
regular School year to a year-Tound 
Schedule. : 

Principal Jay Cleckner，brought 
in by the superintendent to help the 
School make the transition, recalled， 
“The city Six years ago began 
reconstruction of Oakland. This 
meant tearing down of old parts of 
Chinatown.”He also noted that at 
about the Same time，there was 3 
large influx of political refugees into 
the area. 

DRAMATIIC 

New arrivals and displaced old- 
timers alike settled into the cheaper 
and more available housing in the 
area Surrounding the School which is 
located at Foothill Blvd. and 10th. 

The population changes have 
been dramatic in terms of both 
numbers and character in 1978 
Franklin had only 580 students， 


739%6 of which were English- 
Speaking and 18 Spanish- 
Speaking. Now there are 


1,.262 students, of which 79.596 are 


犁 
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bilingual._ The largest language 
groups _ are Chinese，Cambodian， 
Spanish and English, in that order. 

To accommodate the new 
population， Franklin took some 
drastic steps. One was the 
establishment of the year-round 
Program. Students now attend 
school 12 months of the year，Wwith 


nine-wWeeks-in-school and 3-wWweeks-- 


out-of-school cycles. 

The short intersessions are filled 
with special programs for advanced 
students as Well as those needing 
more help in learning English and 
other Skills. 

The arrangement allows the 
school to form bilingual student 
groups: Sessions A and B are 
Chinese, Cis Southeast Asian andD 
is all other languages. The English-. 
speaking children are divided up 
among the four other groups. 


MULIITUDE 
Though English is clearly the 
predominant 1language of 
instruction， ViSitors to the 


classrooms can hear a mnultitude of 
languages Spoken by both the 
children and the teachers. And while 
the school has several bilingual 
instructors, Cleckner lamented，“Td 
give anything to find enough 
Southeast Asian teachers.” 
Ironically one of the obstacles 
to finding more qualified teachers for 
that language group lies in the state S 
bilingual law， pointed out the 
Principal The law，he Said，was 
written to accommodate Primarily 
the larger language grOupS of 
Spanish and Chinese. It was not 
designed to help children who Spoke 
Whathe termed as the more“exotic” 
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languages such as Cambodian， 
Vietnamese，Laotian， Arabic or 
Burmese. 


In order to address this problem， 
Franklin will offerto up to 90 district 
teachers 3a chance to get daily 
instruction in the _ cultural aspects 
and language of the“exotic 
groupsS， 

Through the use of government 
funds, Clecknerhas also managed to 
add _ computer and other modern 
educational equipment to the stable 
of Franklin's tools for children. 

Using English language tapes， 
the children learn to repeat and 
Write or type the wrod in response 一 
all at their own pace, on individual 
machines. Pupils do the exercises 
both on and off the compnuter. 

AMAZED 

Doesthis computer System Work， 
he was asked.“I was amazed by the 
evaluation,” declared “Cleckner. 
Notingthat because students work at 
their own pace，he said,，“a fourth 
grader at afirst grade reading level is 
not embarrassed，so the Process is 
ego-building.” 

Other _ students ”with more 
developed skills have pitched in to 
help tutor those having Problems. 
About 60-90 peer tutors volunteer 
during the intersesslons, but being 3 
tutor is not an easy job, he Stressed. 

“The children have to come and 
take classes in the morning before 
peer tutoring; they have to maintain 
their own grades and not get into 
trouble. We're very Selective.” 

Though the principal admitted 
that there had been an 8596 change-

OAKLAND -“Bilingual special 
education is a relatively new area. It 
hasn't Teceived much attention， 
because People have shied away 
from it said Leland Yee， 3a 
psychologist and program devel- 
oper in the Oakland Unified School 
District. 

This summer the Cantonese 
Second Language Institute 让 
Oakland Chinatown is dealing 
head-on with this problem in the 
Chinese-speaking community.、An 
intensive Six-week training program 
offered by the California Depart- 
ment of Education's Special Needs 
Division has attracted teachers 
from throughout the state to gather 
both the language Skills and 
cultural understanding needed to 
Work with special needs children of 
Chinese descent. 

THE PROBLEM 

“There's been a lot of concern 
about the fair assessment of min- 
ority children who are contem- 
plated for Special education,”Ssays 
Yee，the Project director for the 
Second Language Institute. 

“In the past, there's been a situa- 
tion where the Special education 
program is inadequate，because the 
children have limited English proffi- 


ciency; but a regular bilingual ed 


prIogram is also inadequate， 
because then Special education 
needs are ieglected.”… The 


Institute”s Program is designed to 
PrIovide practical Skills in both 
bilingual and Special education . 

TI 和 WastheaDarryaPs 2 and 
“Diana” cases that rallied public 
attention to _ the need for non- 
biased Special education for ethnic 
minorities，according to Yee， 

“Larry P.”and “Diana” were 
two court cases in the 1970s that 
exposed testing abuses of Hispanic 
and black children. Minority stu- 
dents were being placed iD “Edu- 
cable Mentally Retarded” (EMR) 
classes in disproportionate num- 
bers，stated the Project director， 
The IQ tests given the children were 
found culturally-biased and 
inappropriate for minority 
Students， especially those “with 
limited English language Skills. 

The law says that students must 
be assessed in their Primary lan- 
guage when considered for Special 
classes, according to Donna Wong， 
one of the_Institute:'s Program 
administrators. Passed in 1975， 
Public Law 94-142 requires schools 
to follow“due process”Pprocedures 
to assess any children _ considered 


for special ed . 
PROGRAM 

“Every child who is LEP (Lim- 
ited English Proficienty would be 
affected (by the law) now,” 
declares Yee. “In the past，there 
was a reliance Upon using trans- 
lators. There were alot of problems 
with that. Now if we have a_ kid 
who we Suspect has a learning prob- 
lem，the people are available who 
can do the professional testing 
needed in the kid:s own language.2” 

California subsequenitly set UP 
various language institutes to give 
language instruction to psychol- 
ogists，Special education teachers， 
Speech and language therapists and 
bilingual teachers.，This year the 
Bilingual Language Institute is con- 
ducting California's fourth 
Cantonese-training Summer prIro- 
gram for Special educators. 

Mornings are devoted to inten- 
Sive language instruction。， After- 
noons give Way to guest Speakers 
who discuss non-biased treatment 
of minority children. Lectures 
range from Social problems facing 
AsSian immigrants to views on edu- 
cation in Hong Kong and China. 

Participants also practice role- 
playing，learning individual educa- 
tion programming techniques and

As another School year is abonut 
to begin，the Chinese in San Fran- 
cisco will be attending the varlious 
Schools in the city. TIo be Sure, the 
bulk of them will be found in Schools 
in and around Chinatown, as well as 
Schools in the “new” Chinatown 
(Richmond Districty)，but Chinese 
children are not restricteda to these 
Schools. 

This situation is so unlike that of 
a century ago0, 夭 enophobia of the 
”invasion of Mongolian barbarism ” 
held by city authorities then kept the 
Chinese within the boundaries of 
Chinatown and barred their young 
from public schooling. 

The exclusion of Chinese 
children from the public schools of 
San Francisco occurred at a period 
of time when the anti-Chinese 
movement in California， which 
began in the late 1860s, culminated 
in the Chinese 了 xclusion Actpassed 
by Congress in 1882. 

工 heWenforcementaRobithnis 
immigration law inadvertently 
Provided the leaders of Chinatown 
with anewtactic to combatthe city's 
anti-Chinese School policy that had 
existed since 1870. 

Upto this time, the community s 
only recourse were fruitless appeals 
to the city s authorities to honor the 
treaties between China and the 
United States，which included a 
clause for school Privileges. 

The revitalized drive for public 
Schooling happened this way. In 
1884，complying with the Chinese 
Exclusion Act the portauthorities in 
San Francisco refused to let Look 
Tin Sing disembark, The boy”s father 


pleaded before the courts to allow his 
Son to land because the latter should 
notbe subjectedto exclusion sincehe 
was borm on Us9 soil. (Look Tin Sing 
was borm in Mendocino County， 
California). 

The judge ruled in favor of the 
Chinese，thus allowing Look Tin 
Sing to _ come ashore. Armed with 
this legal interpretation that 
American-born Chinese are citizens 
and not foreigners Or Sojourners， 
Chinatown went with renewed vigor 
before the school board to press for 
the long Sought-after right of 
educating their children， 

The result was 3a segregated 
School law in California that would 
remain in the statute books Until after 
World War II. This limited Victory a 
century ago points out that racism 
waspervaslivethroughoutthe general 
SoOciety and was not the exclusive 
monopoly of the workingmen; 
moreoverthe aim ofeducation in the 
“good ole days”was to obstruct the 
Chinese from entering into the 
mainstream. 


Jhus the past experiences of the 
Chinese in San Erancisco 
demonstrably refutes the popular 
notion that America is a melting pot. 
HI anything, the past illuminates the 
gallantry of our tiny community for 
not meekjly accepting the status quo 
of race discrimination as those 
before us fought each step ofthe way 
to _ gain. the respect of the 1larger 
SOciety.

WASHINGTON, DC - The first 
and only woman director of the 
national Chinese American lobby- 
ing and civil rights group will leave 
her post this month after a two and 
abhalf year stay. 

Laura Chin, the energetic, sharp- 
Shooting and fast-moving admin- 
istrative leader of the Organization 
of Chinese Americans took a few 
Inoments to talk to East[FFest 
about her tenure with the group 
and to speculate about her future 
plans after the end of September 
When she steps down.

When asked what goals she had 
Set for the group when she came on 


on in February 1982, Chin candidly 


replied that she was not sure of all 
the goals, but was certain of at least 
a few. 

“IT felt OCA needed to have a 
Stronger office voice in DC, to bea 
leader in the_ community and to 
build a name that could be trusted 


to do work on progressive isSsueS.?” 


What she aimed for was a group 

that had a nationwide perspective， 
not a local one，on the issues. Has 
OCA Succeeded，she was asked、 
“We have grown from 24 chapters 
to 30. Our membership，though， 
ebbs and flows，depending on the 
jSSue.2” 
Chin continued，“We've been 
to attract a Substantially 
diverse group of people，and ouUT 
members are excited about this. It"s 
important for an organization to 
See how it can look at the future 
and not get bogged down in the 
past.?” 

Her work with OCA has also 
brought her personal satisfaction， 
She noted.“Tve learned a lot. This 
has been a positive experience .for 
me. TI learned So much' about oOUT 
community and the different kinds 
of Chinese and different people. 
Different programs attracted peo- 
ple of different backgrounds, and 工 
feel lucky to_ have worked with 
them.2” 

GROWING UP 

In reflecting over Some of the 
issues with which the organization 
has grappled, such as the Simpson/ 
Mazzoli imrmigration bill，thbe 己 7- 
ce1Ht CHimz case and racial Stereotyp- 
ing，Chin mused,“This has been a 
growing UP process，especially in 
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making decisions. TDve made deci- 
Sions before, but they?ve never been 
as important in terms of their ram- 
ifications. I affected a lot of peo- 
ple.2” 

Chin, now 37, was born in China 
and arrived in the US while stil 
quite young. She grew up in New 
York. Her work with OCA has ena- 
bled her to travel all over the coun- 
try. 

“IT went to -different Chinese 
comImunities，where people settled 
in non-traditional Chinese commu- 
nities like Atlanta (Georgia) and 
Knoxville (Tennessee).“There is a 
hunger for information and for a 
sharing of ideas (there),”she said. 


She laughed as she tried to des- 


cribe her experience as the director 
and oftentimes，only staff person 
of the group.“This was the first 
time I had to lobby, administer an 
office，do _ speaking，develop amn 
office and make 让 work.”

Protests by Textile Manufacturers 
Force USto Delay New Requirement 


Regulation Would Prevent Textile Industry from 
Circumventing US Import Quota Restrictions

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
requirement to produce SoOUrce cerT- 
tificates on foreign textile imports， 
which was Scheduled to take effect 
on September 7，has been post- 
poned until November 1. 

Bombarded with strong Protests 
from foreign countries，as well as 
local garment import businesses， 
the Reagan administrations made 
thie announcement on August 23. 

PROTECTIONISM 

The regulation would curb 
attempts by manufacturers of for- 
elgn textile goods to take advantage 
of a third country's unfulfilled 
quota， 

These manufacturers would 
often have its textiles go through a 
Simple processing procedure in the 
third country and thus be able to 
Ship these goods to the US as fin- 
ished products，The process in- 
directly undermined the US restric- 
tions imposed on foreign textile im- 
Ports . 

Hong Kong was the first to react 
Strongly against the requirement 
after the US government announced 
the proposed change on August 3. 


Hong 下 ong clothing export busi- 
nessSes are clearly aware of their 
Achilles heel: about 75$% of the 
clothing exported to the US is man- 
ufactured in China and other coun- 
tries. The Source certificate require- 
ment could cripple their businesses， 

SUEFER MOST 

Hong Kong and the People's 
Republic of China will likely suffer 
most from the new Pprerequisite. 
Hong Kong's Commercial Com- 
mijissioner in New York tried to deal 
with the matter with the US State 
Department and with Congress. At 
the same time，China's ambassador 
to the US,， Zhang Wen-Jin, lodged 
an official protest in Washington， 
DC. 


There is no sign yet of the- 


Reagan administration making any 
Concessions on the principles， 
howeverT. 

Taiwan did not react as strongly 
as Hong 下 ong. There, the practice 
of Processing textiles in foreign 
countries to gain extra quotas for 
US exporting is not as prevalent. 

A few textile businesses in Tai- 
wan even claim that the new Iequire- 
ment, -which would hurt Hong 
Kong, their biggest competitor，will 
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benefit their own clothing export 
industry. 
GRAVE CONSEQUENCES 

Wong Kam，chair of the Hong 
Kong Printing and Dyeing Associa- 
tion，warlied that the recent US 
move would certainly bring abonut 
grave consequences,， including put- 
ting about 300,000 workers out of 
work 一 200,000 in Hong Kong and 
100,000 in China. 

According to the regulation，US 
customs officials would inspect 
imports to make sure that they have 
gone through“substantial transfor- 
mation”in a third country before 
charging them against that third 
country's textile quota. 

This transformation means that 
the Taw materials have been PTIO- 
cessed into entirely different pro- 
ducts in terms of names，quality 
and Usage. 

Factors the inspectors will con- 
sider include material and labor 
costs, length of time for processing， 
complexity of the processing, tech- 
niques used, packing and sealing of 
the g0o0ds.
